5. Claims 45-63 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose, teach, and/or fairly suggest a guidewire, comprising inter alia: a wire 
body comprising a distal superelastic first wire and a proximal stainless steel or cobalt- 
alloy second wire, the first and second wires welded without an axial overlap and the 
outer diameter at the weld being the greatest outer diameter of the wire body along the 
length of the wire body; and a first proximal cover layer disposed on the outer periphery 
of the wire body, covering the weld and abutting a second distal cover layer without an 
axial overlap nor a gap therebetween, wherein the wire body is not heated when the first 
cover layer is disposed thereon. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
